Legit ts washed up. In New York, 


London, Berlin, Vienna or any 
other part of the world, legit is 
dead. Maybe it's temporary. Legit 


may come back in a few years, but 


with the world what it is today, 
that is the situation as seen by Max 
Reinhardt. 

The world is a bit too close to 
tragedy these days to enjoy thea- 
tre, Reinhardt feels. The times are 
too dramatic. 

‘Your newspapers every day,’ he 
points out, ‘are too dramatic. How 
can the average audience be ex- 
pected to sit quietly through a long 
evening of Shakespeare or Ibsen or 
Wedekind? While Shylock on the 
stage is demanding his pound of 
flesh the little man in the 20th row 
is worrying about what answer to 
give his landlord. 

‘The world is not mentally at- 
tuned to the theatre, except, of 
course, in the matter of light, frothy 
items that come and go, and leave 
one not much bothered nor much 
disturbed—or, for that matter, not 
much anything except temporarily 
amused.’ 

And that, feels Professor Rein- 
hardt, is the chance the films have. 
Films can do it. Films can be 
frothy and light. They can come 
and go and mean pleasant tempo- 
rary interludes. 

‘And does that mean,’ the Pro- 
fessor was asked, ‘that you are go- 
ing into films ?* 

‘Why not?’ "he answered. ys 
should like to try it some day. I 
feel much can be done with films. 
But it is unfortunately difficult for 
me. I must find something that 
completely satisfies me artistically 
before I start. I must be convinced 
first. That’s not a pose, you under- 
stand. It's a misfortune. I'm sorry 
it is so because it limits me. But 
there you are.’ 

Several news photographers from 
the dailies were posing him in sev- 
eral ways while he was talking. He 


didn’t mind. They spoke English, 
which he doesn't yet understand

Betting 
by uniformed messenger, said to be 
a practice at Atlantic City, is pro- 
hibited. 

Reade’s charge that there was 
$7,500 breakage at the four tracks a 
day was taken under advisement. 
Reade’s demand that dog racing at 
night be stopped altogether was re- 
fused. His charge that the tracks 
were managed by racketeers was 
not acted on. The commission 
stated that Reade’s visit to the com- 
mission was disappointing, as he 
presented no evidence or data. But 
they said every one of his charges 
was being thoroughly investigated,

Theatre operators employing Al- 
lied operators because ‘we can’t af- 
ford to pay the scales of 306,’ yes- 
terday (Monday) stated there was 
little hope of doing anything about 
mass demonstrations in front of 
their houses, a new wrinkle in the 
New York boothmen’s war.

With the exception of an Aus 
tralian quota, it Is now felt, the 
whol unpleasant situation could 
more easily have been thrashed out 
in a get-together of exhibs and 
distribs 

Commissioner Marks recommend 
ed that the government not intro- 
duce any legislative measures to in- 
terfere with the present conduct of | 
pic trade in New South Wales—and 
this goes practically for the whole 
of Australia 

He suggested that distribs might 
consider removing certain condi- 
tions from their contracts, which, 
as he said, were deserving of som¢ 
censure Marks hinted that the 
commonsense way would be for a 
committee from within the indus- 
try itself to arrange a standard 
form of contract which, while af- 


fording safeguards to distribs, would 
not bring upon the distribs criti 
cism, as was now the case in re- 
gards to certain contracts in use. 

Certain exhibs had suggested that 
the government introduce a board 
to control film business here, but 
the commissioner advised strongly 
against this step. Trade in general 
regards this as a sound judgment 
because it is definitely figured here 
that those in charge of both dis- 
tributing and exhibiting can man- 
age their affairs without coming 
under the control of a Board. To 
maintain an office and staff would 
be entirely too costly, and the in- 
dustry can get along okay with- 
out such a unit, is the general opin- 
ion. 

Trade has been waiting months 
for the Commissioner’s report to be 
issued and the recommendations 
came as no great surprise to any- 
body. Although many hard things 
were said about General Theatres, 
the position today is that, with the 
exception of MGM, all of the lead- 
ing distribs are doing business with 
this organization. Threats to build 
theatres and so forth have really 
come to naught, and the distribs 
are all settling down to sell their 
pics to G. T. which, in turn, is con- 
eentrating on pulling the public to 
its theatres. 

Personal bias has been thrown 
overboard and a united effort is be- 


ing made to rebuild the industry.

| $200,000, it’s probably one of the

A light, roomy and 
airy lobby leads into the house's

Other day a Broadway house had 
a mechanical man in front of the 
box office to draw a crowd lie 
wasn't even a very good mechanical 
man to those old timers who were 
raised on Phroso and Moto (Girl 
During the weck an observer 
dropped in to report that he had 
clocked the crowd for 10 minute 
In that time nine persons had pur- 
chased tickets, only one of whom 
had been stopped by the ballyhoo 
Observer was of the opinion that 
such a bally was void, meaningless 
and unproductive. 

Looks a little that way, but we 


take it that the objective of a bally- 
hoo is not so much to drum up im- 
mediate ticket buyers as to impress 
the attraction and the house on the 
minds of people against such time 
as they can afford to spend an hour 
or two in the show. Clocking was 
done around three o'clock. At that 
time most of the idle show-shoppers 
have long since made their choices. 
Nothing to be picked up from them. 
Most who are on the street at that 
time are going somewhere on more 
or less important business. They 
have no time tio run in and “sit 
through a two-hour show. Later in 
the day they may want to see a 
show, and that most forcefully im- 
pressed on their minds is the one 
having the bally. 

Krom that angle a bally may not 
show any marked return on his pay 
and yet be responsible for upping 
the attendance to a worthwhile 
point. Such a bally can catch some 
floating transients, but the most of 
the selling is done to those who 
pause a moment and come. back 
later. 

Iiven in a transient house to ex- 
pect the bally to make immediate 
sales would be as unintelligent as to 
expect people to dash madly to a 
theatre on spying a bill truck, 





Going Nautical 


With numerous sailor titles form- 
ing almost a cycle, very little seems 
to have been done to create a nau- 
tical atmosphere other than costum- 
ing the service staff. Where a the- 
atre is located close to base of sup- 


plies, a ship chandler can supply 
material for a naval dressing that 
will be attractive and selling, but 


proximity to salt water is not essen- 
tinl to good work. 

Much can be done with the top of 
the marquee. An old tennis net, 
thickly painted with white, can be 
worked into a good imitation of the 
netting used on ship rails. Life 
preservers can be made from old 
solid Christmas wreaths, covered 
with cheesecloth. Auto spares have 
been used, but they are too large. 
Run a railing around the edge of 
the marquee, dress with life pre- 
servers, build a deck house of 2x4 
and cloth, man the deck with a 
couple of sailors, preferably girls, 
and if possible add the red and 
green port lights. 

For the lower floor use coiled 
enables; in out-of-the-way spots, 
deck lamps; use a ship's bell on top 
of the box office. The box office 
itself can be labeled ‘Purser,’ with 
the main entrance ‘Salon.’ If you 
can further dress the lobby with a 
Dick Deadeye type of sailor with a 
small ability as’ a comedian, that 
will help, but we do not think so 
much of a recent stunt in which a 
couple of putative gobs grabbed at 
the girls. That is. apt to have a 
hep ilive effect,

Exploitation Helped

That’s the guy who spots ina 
cabaret show on Friday nights. Sat- 
urday is the only night left to care 
for itself, and Saturday does. 

It’s a two bit tap every night, in- 
cluding the dancing, and the opera- 
tcr has done so well the owner bites 
pieces out of his arm every time he 
gets his rent. Just a case of hav- 
ing something to talk about and 
then talking his head off. 


For the Folder 


Here’s one for the Labor Day 
folder for next year. It’s from Eu- 
gene Arnstein of the Riviera, Mil- 
waukee. House has been running 
the same feature Sunday to Tues- 
day inclusive, but broke ‘Sadie 
McKee’ a day later than usual to 
collect on the holiday. 

Gag is a single sheet 4x9 inches, 
with the top part folded to just 
above the signature on the front. 
The turndown is printed: ‘Impor- 
tant! Everybody should do this on 
Labor Day.’ Opening up the sheet 
shows the announcement for the 
Crawford pic with ‘Everyone should 
see this great show for an enjoyable 
Labor Day.’ Boxes stressed the fact 
that the picture would be shown 
only two days instead of the usual 
three, and that the admission was 
15e, all day with kids for a dime. 


Checking the List 

Managers using mailing lists 
should check thoroughly before the 
end of September, but not much 
sooner than the last week. By that 
time most of the vacationists are 
home, and most persons who plan to 
change base on ‘Little Moving Day,’ 
Oct. 1, will know what the new ad- 
dress is to be. Preferably the check 
should include those stencils re- 
moved since June 1, since many of 
the returns following that date are 
the result of the summer migration. 

A good form is to use a return 
posteard printed up with the pre- 
paid return address. The return 
portion carries an impression of the 
stencil and lines for the new ad- 
dress and telephone number with a 
‘Check here if the above stencil is 
correct.’ 

The going section of the card car- 
ries some such copy as ‘We are re- 
vising our mailing list. If you de- 
sire to receive our weekly programs, 
please check or correct the address 
as shown on the prepaid reply card. 
If you plan moving Oct. 1, please 
give the new address.’ 

The return postage guarantee is 
no real check. The programs may 
be deliverable and yet not interest 
anyone in that household. As an 
example a youngster filled in a re- 
quest for programs. Two months 
later he went off to boarding school. 
The theatre paid 40c. for postage 
on matter that was not even opened. 
It’s a waste of money. Send out the 
check cards and remove the sten- 
cils of all who do not reply. If you 
want to be extra careful, use a 
sealed cover and the letter will be

Portrait Lobby Displays 


Recently a big picture came into 
town for a run. It was to start off 
the season, and a big splash was 
made both for the front and in the 
outer lobby. And the display was 
not worth 10c per dollar of cost. 

Trouble was that the display was 
garish in its color tones and de- 
pended almost wholly on a series of 
pictures of the many stars for its 
appeal. And those pictures were in 
the worst style of campaign banner 
portraiture. They were gross car- 
icatures and offered no attraction 
whatever. 

Where so much money had been 
spent on the display, it seems odd 
that the art work was not based on 
tinted photographic enlargements, 
plain or colored, instead of free 
hand work. Very few scene or sign 
man are competent to do even pass- 
able portraiture, and in such cir- 
cumstances a neatly lettered an- 
nouncement of the name is of great- 
er value than a hideous face. 

It is not difficult to make solar 
enlargements, though the price is 
rather prohibitive to small houses or 
for short runs, but if the house art- 
ist or the nearby signshop cannot 
give good results, it will be more 
profitable to cut up lithos or go 
without. Nothing can be gained by 
bluffing where bluff will not work 

Some houses get good results with 
a common stereopticon and a slide, 
throwing on a white paper screen 
and tracing in the lines, but even 
those call for certain skill. Better to 
play safe with posters than to let 
some incompetent daub.

favorable effect upon the convening 
broadcasters and that the good-will 
offerings will serve to stem any 
anti-NBC outbursts which  dis- 
gruntled affiliates might have con- 
templated making on the conven- 
tion floor or in committee meetings. 
Web does not anticipate a unani- 
mous paen of joy will follow the 
rate allocation announcement. Many 
affiliates are expected to react 
bitterly and burn up the wires with 
expressions of disappointment, re- 
sentment and charges of inequitable 
appreciation of the particular sta- 
tion’s worth.

HOLD TALBOT 
ON EXTORTION 
CHARGE 


Denver, Sept. 3. 

Freeman H. Talbot, 50, manager 
of NBC station KOA here from the 
opening in 1924 until April, this 
year, was arrested last week and 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of 
sending a threatening letter through 
the mails. 

The letter, alleged to have been 
written on a typewriter in Talbot’s 
office in the headquarters of the 
Music Week Association, of which 
he is the head, was sent to John T. 
Fitzell, an intimate friend and 
prominent business man, The letter 
demanded that $4,000 in small bills 
be placed where the writer could 


secure it without police interfer- 
ence. 
Talbot was arrested after two 


femme bath-parlor attendants told 
police he had asked one of them to 
take a taxi to the city park Zoo, 
get a package hid there, and then 
drive out east of Denver to deliver 
the parcel to him (Talbot). 

Talbot told the police that two 
men drove up to his house one eve- 
ning as he was sprinkling the lawn 
and, threatening death to him and 
his two baby daughters, persuaded 
him to promise to help them get 
the $4,000 from Fitzell. Talbot says 
they took his keys and must have 
secured entrance to his office to 


write the letter on his typewriter. 


Police and friends have estab- 
lished that Talbot did not need the 
money. Although relieved at KOA 
in April, his salary did not stop 
until July 15, and even then he had 
a chance to go into the Chicago 
offices of NBC, which offer he turned 
down. Talbot has a bank account 
and numerous stock securities.

Motion picture industry last 
Wednesday night (29), for the first 
time, brought home to the loud- 
speaker element Hollywood's ver- 


gion of and reaction to the screen 
clean-up issue. A shrewdly devised 
program served as the introductory 
to a series of two evening and two 
matinee sessions set aside for the 
picture business by NBC. Third of 
the group gets its release tomorrow 
night (5) and the tinal afternoon 
period is scheduled for this Fri- 
day (7). : 
As spokesman for pictures the in- 
jtial stanza haled to the mike 
Joseph I. Breen, who is in charge of 
morals code regulations at the stu- 
dios. Irene Dunne, who by a suave 
bit of colloquy wove Breen in for 
his 10-minute talk, and Lionel 
Barrymore whose plea against ham- 
pering the artist with dishonest and 
distorted characterizations was 
studded with convincing observa- 
tions. Barrymore declared that the 
actors and writers sincerely wel- 
eome regulation from within their 
own ranks since they feel that they, 
as artists, are best fitted for the 
task. 

Breen, in his talk, deftly and ef- 
fectively put over two points. One 
was that the plan under which the 
producers were operating was not 
one of censorship but of self gov- 
ernment; other was telling that the 
system of self regulation will in no 
way lessen the entertainment value 
of product. Breen was talking on 
the air for the first time and gave 
an excellent account of himself. His 
‘copy’ was good and his delivery 
strong. 

At M. H. Aylesworth’s request 
Don Gilman, v.p. in charge of 
NBC's Pacific division, came down 
from San Francisco to see that the 
series was smoothly launched. Gil- 
man brought along with him Mere- 
dith Willson, his musical supervisor, 
and the latter’s band. Willson took 
over the combo in the web's Holly- 
wood studios for two _ interludes 
framed around hit tunes from screen 
productions, Besides seeing that 
the session got the right program 
touches, Gilman took the mike to 
explain the purpose of these broad- 
casts and do the introducing.

Fine art of making enemies suffers 
if there is too much padding of 
blows or if in the end the adver- 
earies seem to say, ‘After all, we're 
just making believe. We're both 
very fond of each other.’ 

Some years ago one of the classics 
of comedy feuds was conducted 
through the columns of VARIETY 
by and between Jack Lait and Wal- 
ter C. Kelly, ‘The Virginia Judge.’ 
For sheer inspired maliciousness the 
poisonously witty barbs embedded 
in one another’s flesh by these 
gifted insulters has seldom been ap- 
proximated by any subsequent 
‘feuds’ such as Cantor-Jessel or 
Bernie-Winchell. 

Ilowever, the whole procedure of 
putting the other fellow on the pan 
is dangerous if, as is generally the 
case, one adversary excels and piles 
up too great a lead in smearing. 
Unequal humor at name-calling, or 
the too-easy-to-kid foibles of one 
side skirt the frontiers of the in- 
Vidious. 

Apart from the injection of the 
jibes at  Brokenshire (many of 
which must be practically unintel- 
ligible to the layman listening in) 
the Fran Frey Frolics runs to light 
Ppersiflage, easy harmonics, some 
nimble pianoforting by Pauline Al- 
pert and general pleasantness.

Out 
where the V-8’s are stabled they'll 
be more receptive. That this sort 
of thing exercises a mighty fascina- 
tion for the ruralites was indicated 
not many months ago in a couple 
of stories concerning small hamlets 
in Indiana where natives for their 
own enjoyment inaugurated Satur- 
day night shows on Main Street, di- 
verted the traffic, and had big do- 
ings. After a time it became worth- 
while for the local merchants to 
feed the kitty to encourage the con- 
tinuance.

An outgrowth of the super and 
pseudo-scientific interest of today, 
as evinced in the Flash Gordon and 
Buck Rogers fantastic comic strips, 
‘The Purple Ray,’ is a three-times- 
a-week serial story of the adven- 
tures of two 20th century humans 
on the lost continent of Atlantis, 
2,000 years ago. 

Purple Ray has captured ancient 
light and sound waves and trans- 
ported Terry and Dr. Grabow back 
to Atlantis. Their welcome there is 
unfriendly, and they move from one 
ticklish situation to another, ending 
each episode in the true-~-to-form 
‘watch for our next tnstalment’ 
style.

9. Recites purposes for which so- 
ciety was formed, that is, to grant 
licenses, collect royalties, ete. It 
consists of 97 publishers and 969 
composers, has a self-perpetuating 
board of directors (24), who have 
exclusive and absolute control and 
management of the company. It is 
necessary, before any one can be- 
come a member, to sign a license 
agreement, a copy of which is an- 
nexed to the complaint, Exhibit A. 
By reason of this fact these 24 per- 
sons, who are directors of the board, 
have the power and do in fact domi- 
nate the music industry.

portant source of revenue to the 
music industry. 
12. The society maintains agents 


throughout the United States to en- 
force the demands of the society.

13. The Music Publishers’ Pro- 
tective Association is composed of 
40 leading publishers, consisting of 
approximately 70% of the popular 
music publishing industry [‘popular’ 
indicating that which appeals to the 
greater mass of people, not stand- 
ard, church, educational, classical 
or others]. John G. Paine acts 
agent and trustee in issuing licenses 
for the association, a copy of which 
is attached to the complaint marked 
Exhibit F. 

14. Electrical transcription is the 
mechanical device used to record 
musical compositions and then used 
in ‘broadcasting. The electrical 
transcription manufacturers are re- 
quired to pay 25c. for musical com- 
positions which last not over three 
minutes, 37'%c. for musical composi- 
tions lasting from three to four and 
a half minutes, and 50c. for musical 
compositions lasting four and a half 
to six minutes. It is also required 
that separate transcriptions be made 
for each broadcast. This license 
right does not include the right to 
broadcast, for which an additional 
fee must be paid. 

15. There are 10 members of the 
board, the majority of whom are 
directors of the society.

16. This is composed of 12 popular 
sheet music publishers, who are

17. The purpose of the Service 
company is to act as exclusive sales 
agent in distributing the sheet music 
of the publishers, Twenty-seven 
other music publishers subsequently 
appointed the Servic company as 
their exclusive distributing agent. 

18. Prior to the formation of the 
Service company the nublishers sold 
their music through jobbers. The 
purpose of the organization of this 
company was to eliminate the job- 
bers.

stations are required to broadcast 
for a minimum period of time each 
day.

It has restricted mem- 
bership to those approved by the 
directors. All the members of the 
Society have transferred and pooled 
the sale and exclusive right to per- 
form musical compositions owned 
by them (See Exhibit A) until Dec. 
31, 1935, and intend to continue the 
same by a new similar agreement. 

26. The Society has a monopoly 
of the right to license the use of 
musical compositions, and refuses 
to furnish to the licensee a list of 
the musical compositions that it 
has a right to license. All com- 
petition among members in the sale 
of the right to use their composi- 
tions is eliminated by the said com- 
bination and conspiracy. Radio sta- 
tions, advertisers, orchestras, the- 
atres and others, desiring to use 
the numbers of the Society’s com- 
positions, have been unable to ne- 
gotiate for purchase of the right to 
such use from the members sepa- 
rately and individually, but have 
been obliged to deal with the So- 
ciety upon the terms and conditions 
arbitrarily fixed by it. 

(b) 27. Competition between 
members has been eliminated, and 
because of the combined power ob- 
tained through pooling of their in- 
terests, have concertedly refused, 
through the Society to license the 
public performance by radio or 
otherwise, except on a basis of a 
general license covering any and all 
musical compositions of all of the 
members, and except upon a basis 
of arbitrary royalty for such li- 
cense fixed and determined by the 
Board of Directors of the Society. 
By reason of the fact herein stated, 
the Society has acquired control 
over the public perfcrmance by so 
great a number of copyrighted mu- 
sical compositions, that it is im- 
possible for the radio broadcasting 
stations to operate without at some 
time using the material of the So- 
ciety. Radio broadcasting stations 
must either accept the license to 
use copyright compositions owned 
by the Society on the terms and 
conditions imposed by the Society, 
or else subject themselves to nu- 
merous infringement suits. 

28. Each year members of the 
Society have concertedly demanded 
and have _ received from _ radio 
broadcasting stations increased 
amounts of royalty for the license 
of their compositions. On April 11, 
1932, the Society notified radio 
broadcasting stations that it would 
thereafter issue only general li- 
covering all musical com- 
positions of all its members. It 
required the payment of annual 
royalties in approximately equal 
amounts to royalties theretofore 
paid, plus 5% of the income

(c) 30. By reason of the combina- 
tion and conspiracy and concerted 
action of the members of the So- 
ciety it has obtained the exclusive 
use to radio broadcasting as a 
means of conveying musical com- 
positions to the public's ear. By 
the means described, the Society 
has destroyed the incentive of 
radio broadcasting stations to use 
musical compositions of non-mem- 
bers, and has prevented non-mem- 
bers from being compensated for 
the right to publicly perform, and 
have limited and restricted the pop- 
ular demand of the listening public 
for musical compositions controlled 
by the Society. 

31. The Society has been able to 
enforce the arbitrary demands upon 
all classes of entertainers. The 
Society insists on a general license, 
thus further restricting music to 
members of the Society. 

32. By reason of the concerted 
action of the members of the So- 
ciety in refusing to license except 
upon the terms set out by them, 
they are preventing the sale and 
transportation in interstate com- 
merce of musical compositions of 
non-members. 

(d) 33. The Society has adopted 
a comprehensive system for acquir- 
ing detailed information relative to 
musical compositions used by radio 
broadcasting stations, by means of 
which members of the Society are 
able to conduct their operations 
through the Society so as to pre- 
vent the development of competi- 
tion between members of the So- 
ciety and non-members. 

(e) 34. Members of the Society 
have agreed to restrict and with- 
draw the right to the performance 
of any of their compositions in or- 
der to enforce royalty agreements 
from radio stations and others. By 
this means, John G. Paine, acting 
for the members, has required and 
still requires manufacturers of elec- 
trical transcription records to pay 
uniform non-competitive royalties 
herein before described. Such roy- 


alties are exacted solely for the 
privilege of inscribing upon the 
record, and does not include the 


right to broadcast music controlled 
by the Society, 


(f) 35. Every member of the 
Service Company has maintained 
and utilized the Service Company 


as an instrumentality by which to 
eliminate the jobber from the sale 
of sheet music. Eliminating job- 
ber’s discount of quantity pur- 
chases, they have maintained a uni- 
form and non-competitive price. 
Purpose and Effect 

36. All the members of the So- 
ciety, Association and Service Com- 
pany have adopted the means and 
engaged in the activities aforesaid, 


with the intent and purpose and 
effect of unlawfully maintaining 
uniform and oppressive prices in 


interstate commerce. 

37. They have actively and effec- 
tively restrained their own activities 
and have eliminated competition 
among themselves and use the So- 
ciety, Association and Service Com- 
pany as instruments to dominate 
and restrict directly and indirectly 
the activities of others in interstate 
commerce, 

38. The illegal pooling of copy- 
rights creates in the Society power 
to, and it does dominate the radio. 

Wherefore it is urged— 

(1). That the actions of the mem- 
bers of the Society (ASCAP), As- 
sociation (MPPA) and Service Com-

‘With a permit to this effect they 
went to the American Express 
Company. The company applied to 
the Reichsbank for foreign currency 
which the Americans could take 
along. The Reichsbank refused to 
permit them to take away money 
for checks.’

Years of No Developing 
Now Taking Toll—Vaude 
Revival in View, but No 
Material—Only Flash 
Acts Are Plentiful

Vaudeville, on the road back, finds 
itself blocked by a lack of medium- 
priced talent, the fault of the circuits 
which now find themselves in need 
of stageshows. Consensus by major 
and indie bookers is that there are 
hardly sufficient good acts available 
at present for more than 15 consec- 
utive weeks of entertaining shows. 

Trouble lies not so much in a 
scarcity of cheap and expensive 
acts, but those turns in the middle- 
price class that form the nucleus of 
shows, especially next-to-closing 
acts of worthwhile calibre yet 
within the price range of the aver- 
age neighb vaudefilmer. It’s a prob- 
lem that the bookers don’t knew 
how to get around and something 
vaude 
comeback of major proportions. 

Loew is one circuit in point which 
finds intermediate-time talent hard 
to get, and it has but 114% weeks 
available, with only a little more 
than half of this using neighb-class 
vaudeville. Rest of the time is de- 
luxe. 

RKO is in a similar boat, and this 
is the circuit now experimenting 
with vaude previous to a big come- 
back try with stage shows later in 
the fall. 


Agents’ Denials 
One booker stated that he has 
lists of acts handled by all the 


agents in the field, but couldn't get 
15 really good medium-priced shows 
out of the entire lot. This despite 
the declarations of agents that there 
are plenty of playable acts rround, 
but no available time for them.

On the subject of Ray Noble, his 
Americanized style is of course fur- 
thered by American co-authors of 
some of his numbers, although 
Noble has come to the most inter- 
national attention with his self- 
composed hits, self-scored and self- 
recorded, almost literally making 
him a one-man band, especially con- 
sidering the trade knowledge that 
Noble virtually whips his band to- 
gether, having no set organization 
at the H.M.V. labs in London. 

However, Victor No. 24700 offers 
‘Midnight,’ the Stars and You’ and 
‘An Hour Ago This Minute,’ in 
which Americans Harry Woods and 
Johnny Green had a collaborative 
hand, respectively. Both are in that 
same smooth and dance-compelling 
style which has so rapidly brought 
Noble to the fore. That also goes 
for his previously self-recorded 
songs, ‘Marching Along Together,’ 
‘The Very Though of You’ and ‘Love

Season in Barn Houses Big- 
ger Than Ever but Not as 
Preductive for Broadway

NO FILM BUYS YET 


This week ends the season in the 


sticks, Summer rural show shops 
were greater in number and more 


shows were tried out than before, 
but the results are so-so. Data, 
which is in the nature of approxi- 
mation, indicates the country play- 
houses were not as productive for 
Broadway, nor did they turn out as 


many picture possibilities as last 
season. 

There were 135 new plays pre- 
sented before audiences, perform- 


ances in most instances being ex- 
perimental, From New Jersey to 
Maine the plays were shown, in 
about 80 theatres. Count points to 
17 of these attractions being Broad- 
way possibilities, 

Last season out of 87 tryouts 15 
shows were rated having enough 
merit for regular legit presentation 
and virtually all candidates were so 
offered, 

Of this season’s hideaway crop, 
none have been bought for pictures, 
principally because of options held 
by summer showshop managers, but 
there are a dozen for which film 
deals are in the making and which 
may go through, 

As to stage strength, this season’s 
froup appears not to measure up to 
last summer, from which three suc- 
cesses evolved for Broadway—‘To 
the Ladies,’ “The Pursuit of Happi- 
ness’ and ‘Double Door.’ ‘Ladies,’ 
first called ‘Home, James,’ was not 
among the leading possibilities. 

Among this season’s group which 
probably will come to town nearly 
all plays are regarded as being not 
more than 75% ready.

Birth of Luna Park 

Tilyou had made such hard terms 
with Dundy, the business man of 
the duo, that Skip’s ire rose. He 
bought the almost moribund Boyn- 
ton park and converted it into some- 
thing entirely different in the line 
of park resorts, the ‘Trip to the 
Moon’ giving it the name of Luna 
Park. Thompson also added an- 
other big show, a submarine trip to 
the Polar regions. It was not an 
outstander and was later replaced 
by other ideas, but the Moon show 
kept on for several seasons. 

The success of the park was 
amazing. It brought to Coney a 
class of persons who hitherto had 
considered the shore rather vulgar 
and not to be patronized. The de- 
velopment of the automobile, afford- 
ing safe and comfortable trans- 
portation, contributed not a little to 
the popularity of the resort. Luna 
Park was so successful that local 
politicians acquired a parcel on the

created Dreamland, which artistic-

When they did have the small en- 
trance fee they just dropped into 
the nearest show. The old estab- 
lished shops like Sam Gumpertz's 
freak show, and the cheap 10-in-1 
were on an even plane, S3allyhoo 
had become so uniform that there 
was no especial pull to set-up or 
attraction, 

Another handicap was the lack of 
novelties. Luna started on the 
downbeat when Fred Thompson be- 
gan to give his attention to the 
Hippodrome and no longer could be 
counted upon for a smash new 
attraction each year. Outside capi- 
tal could not be commanded for 
building shows, and the crowd had 
tired of the old ones. 

The bathing houses have done 
fairly well this year, though the 
practise of dressing at home and 
coming down in the family car has 
cut seriously into receipts. Food 
joints have done fairly on big days, 
but many are still in the red, and 
the return of beer has not worked 
the anticipated miracle. It seems 
to have helped only the so-called 
‘Irish’ houses on the side streets. 
These joints, with their singing 
waiters, have bettered business, but 
there was vast room for improve- 
ment. 

The other enterprises, including 
the stores and roll-’em-downs, have 
not done well in spite of an inten- 
sive bally through loudspeakers and 
schills, the latter mostly of the 
nance variety. 

Other reasons for Coney slipping 
may be found in Riis Park, on Rock- 
away Point, and Jones’ Beach fur- 
ther down the shore, not forgetting 
Playland in Westchester. 

Riis Park and Jones’ Beach, in 
particular, both city parks of com- 
paratively recent development, have 
drawn the class crowd who dropped 
from Coney when it again began 
to clog up. They also draw the 
crowd which wishes to or hopes to 


identify itself with the classier 
patrons. These beaches are immac- 
ulately kept. On the swimming 


angle, at Riis Park it is figured that 
not more than one in five of the visi- 
tors patronize the bath house, yet 
the beach is black with people on 
warm days, 

In brief, if Coney makes getaway 
money out of the Mard Gras it’s an 
out as far as transportation is con- 
cerned, but it will have little to 
carry away with it. 

Coney seems to be passing into 
the limbo of a forgotten past. Soon 
there may be only the boardwalk 


left. It’s probably only a question

Fair are ready for a finish fight in

Under the contracts for the 1934

Unless the Fair officials agree to 
an adjustment of these contracts 
the entire Fair may be blown up in 
a fireworks display of legal techni- 
calities, cross-suits and plain walk- 
outs. Situation is teetering at pres- 
ent, especially dangerous because of 
some half-dozen villages which are 
already in receivership and with the 
owners not caring any more what 
happens. They are prepared to go 
to the limit to try to recoup thei 
own personal investments.
